MINISTER’S ORDERS 
: QUASHED. 


High Court, Dublin, by Mr. Justice 
Johnston in the action that was brought 
against the Cork Corporation and the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health b 
pony owners, objecting to the Cor 
sorough Housing Order, 1933, in so far as 
their property was scheduled as a clearance 
area. The plaintiffs were William McCoy, 
pensioner, Roseville, Douglas, Cork, and 
tenants of his houses in Convent lane and 
St. Mary s avenue, Cork, and others. 
Having declared that the Court could not 
allew any party to be deprived of his statutory 
remedy by reason of the fact that no Rules 
of Court had yet been made regulating pro- 
cedure, Mr. Justice Johnston said that, in 
his opinion, the steps taken here had been 
quite regular and in order. 
The Cork Borongh Housing Order was “bh 
compulsory purchase order,’’ for the purpose

authorised the Corporation to take compul- 4 


sorily the land declared by them to be a 
‘‘ clearance area, as well as certain land sur- 
rounded by or adjoining that area. Tho 
district, on the side of a hill, was an ilev) 
situation, and well designed to answer every 
purpose of health and social amenity, 

Under the Housing Acts, the process of 
pulling down preparatory to building up was 
dealt with by two distinct classes of provi- 
sions—those relating to the repair or demolli- 
tion of single houses or small blocks of 
houses for the purpose of immediate sanitary 
amelioration, and those relafing to the 
clearance of large areas for the purpose of a 

more extensive scheme. 


COMPENSATION, 


As to the assessment of the smount of 
compensation to be awarded in respxt of 
property acquired for clearaace,. the 

principle of ‘site value’’ dated back to 
1890. In making their Order, the Cork Cor- 
poration provided that they themselves shuuld 
carry out the work of demolition, and, after 
sanction by the Minister, the final stage 
would be the assessment of compensation by 
an arbitrator appointed for the purpose. 

The fact that the proposal originally was 
for the acquistHtion of a much wider area, did 

| not invalidate the scheme. The Corporation 
exercised discretion and discrimination when 
they finally decided on a smaller area than 
thas first suggested. He had no power to 
review the evidence upon which the Corpora- 
fion and the Minister acted, but had to con- 
sider whether there was any evidence on 
which an order as to a particular matter could 
be based, 

Seetion 5. provided that, when a clearance 
ares. map was being prepared, the local 
authority must exclude therefrom ‘‘ any build- 
ing which is not unfit for human habitation or 
dangerous or injurious to health.” If the Cor- 
poration desired to include such buildings in 
such an area—a serious step to take in view 
of the consequences to the owner of the 
propériy—they could only do so by being 
satisfied on proper evidence that the property 
answered the statutory description. 

Although the greater part of the cost would, 
under the Acts of 1931 and 1932, be borne by 

the general taxpayer, the scheme would place 

very considerable burden also upon the 
shotlders of the local ratepayers. Most of the 
property.in the area was of the slum type, and 
was quite right that it should be swept away 
by means of a clearance order. 


DOUBTS. : 


“T have, however,” said Mr. . Justice 
Johnston, ‘‘ grave doubts as to whether some 
of the houses should have been included in 
the scheme. l|-refer particularly to the shop of 
Denis J McCarthy in Shandon street, the 
house and shon of Mrs. Hanora O'Sullivan, 
the houses of Mr. McCoy, and some of the 
houses of the Sisters of Charity. I must point 
ut a fact that does not seem to have been 
nresent to the mind of the Corporation that 
‘he Corporation and the Minister have no 
power to rglegate the property of anyone into 
. clearane@area merely because it has sanitary 
lefects. 

‘The only class of property which can be 
taken under Section 5 (for which the site 
value alone will be given) consists of buildings 
whieh are unfit for human habitation or 
dangerous or injurious to health, and the local 
authority must exclude from the purview of 
the order all buildings which are not of that

descripi on. 

‘ There is a ‘penal element in the legislation. 
lt says, in effect, that all buildings of the 
proscribed class must go because they ought 
not to be there, and that the owners ought 
not to be compensated for property that 1s so 


obnoxious to the general good. In such a case | 


the owner is entitled to get only the site value 
ot the land. and not the value of what is on the 
land. and that is because in the eyes of the 
law it is valueless. 

“ But there is no suggestion in the Act 
that the whole of the property in a particular 
area should be taken over holus-bolus as a 
clearance area merely because a large cleared 
area is required. There may be other build- 
ings in the proposed area which may have 
sanitary defects of such a serious character 
that the owner might have been prosecuted 
under the Housing or the Public Health Acts 
for their existence, but which are not unfit 
for human habitation or dangerous or injurious 


to health,’ 


PENALISING OWNERS. 


Continuing, Mr. Justice Johnston said that 
it was no part of the policy of the legislature to: 
penalise the owners of such property by taking 
it away without compensation. Accordingly 
power was given to the local authority to 
acquire all other land within or adjoming the 
area “which is “reasonably necessary fot 
the purpose of securing a cleared area 
of convenient shape and dimensions, , ; or 
which is ‘* reasonably necessary for the'satis- 
factory development and user of the cleared 


area.’’ Section 7 is strictly supplemerital to. 


Section 5, and not merely incidental.”” | 

Mr. Justice Johnston, adding that he had 
made a microscopic examination of the evi- 
denee given in relation to the property of 
the plaintiffs in this case, said that the order 
made ‘by the Corporation was based mainly 
upon the representation of Dr. Saunders, and 
that the City. Manager, Mr. Monahan, who 
appeared to have acted with great skill and 


fairness in regard to the scheme, said  '“' The | 


Corporation has no desire to evade its re- 
sponsibilities in respect of compensation. 

He accepted that, and was satisfied that 
if any mistake had taken place, it arose 
entirely through an error of judgment, 
and not ,through any desire to acquire pro- 
perty in an unfair, way. 


MODERN BY-LAWS. 


A house could not be held to be unfit for 
human habitation merely because it happened 
not to be up to the standard of modern bye- 
laws. The general tendency of building 
by-laws was constantly and.consistently pro- 
gressive, but it would be a distinct social in- 
convenience and a bad thing for housing de- 
velopment if it were the law that the owners 
of house property could be easily ‘‘ legis-

The third schedule of the Act provided 
that if an arbitrator, when assessing the com- 
pensation payable in respect. of premises not 
comprised in a clearance area—whether such 
| remises either adjoin or are surrounded by 
the clearance’ area—was satisfied that they 
were in a state of defective sanitation or 
were not in reasonably good repair, the com- 
pensation should be the estimated value of 
the premises in a sanitary condition or in 
good repair, less the estimated expense of 
putting them into such a condition. 

Mr. Justice Johnston went on to state the 
greenies on which he found that the shop, 
ouse and bakehouse at 124 Shandon road 
must be transferred from Part I. to Part II. 
of the schedule as reasonably necessary for 
the satisfactory development of the clearance 
area, adding that there was not a particle 
of evidence to show that the premises were 
dangerous or injurious to the health of the 
inhabitents of the clearance area. 

There was an allegation of overcrowding 
in Mr. McCarthy’s house, but there was 
nothing in the Acts that made such a method 
of using house property a ground for com- 
pulsory demolition. 


OVERCROWDING. 


If the arbitrate: thought the rental of any 
remises was enhanced by reason of their 
mo overcrowded, he must’ base his com- 

nsation upon the renta only which would 
ann been obtained if the premises accomino- 
dated the number of persons for whom they 
| were fitted. The question of overcrowding 
,was for the arbitrator, and not for the Cor- 
‘poration or the Minister. 
s He directed that, as 124 Shandon street 
was placed in Part I. instead of Part II. of 
the schedule, the order of the Minister must 
be quashed. That would not prevent the 
Corporation making a new oruer and taking 
the property under Section 7. For the same 
reasons he quashed the order: relating to the 
house of Hanora O’Sullivan, the houses of 
Mr. McCoy, Nos. 3 to 9 St. Mary's avenue 
and 9 to lá Convent, place, and five houses 
of the Sisetrs of Charity in St. Vincent's 
avenue, : 

He also quashed the order in so far as it 
related to certain ‘‘open spaces,’’ which 
ought to have been included in Part II. of 
the schedule as property iequired for the 
efficiency and symmetry of the scheme. They 
could also be taken under a compulsory order 
by virtue of Section 7. 


COSTS. 

Mr. Costello, K.C. (for the plaintifis), ap- 
plied for costs. 

Mr Justice Johnston—Against whom? 

Mr. Costello—I am not particular—the 
Cork Corporation or the Minister; they are 
Loth good marks, but I would suggest both. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C. (for the Corporation), 
said that the document that was quashed was 
the Minister’s order, and the costs should be 
paid by the Minister. om 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C. (for the Minister), 
said that that was very ungracious of the 
Corporation, as the Minister had merely done 
his duty. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that the order was im- 
posed on the Corporation by the Minister, 
whe had incited them to proceed with the 
scheme. 

Mr. Justice Johnston directed that the 
Corporation should pay the costs of the 
plaintiffs as well as their own costs, and that 
the Minister should pay his own costs.

Negotiations for 
the purchase and sale of the ticket were con- 
ducted by telegram, the last telegram from 
the defendant having been despatched’ from 
Millstreet at 1.13 p.m. on June 6 to “ Out- 
lawed, London,' which was plaintiff's tele- 
graphic address. This was as follows :—

On the receipt of that telegram and of 
another from the National Bank, Ltd., London, 
the plaintiff communicated by telephone with 
the London Wall branch of the National 
Bank, and satisfied the manager of his 
financial stability by referring him to his 
bankers, the Midland Bank. 

Windsor Lad havirg won the Derby, 

plaintiff and defendant became entitled to 
equal shares in the prize of £30,000, and, 
after the race, plaintiff sent three letters, 
through his solicitors, to Mr. Cronin, but 
received no reply to any of them. Plaintiff 
had now been informed that Mr. Cronin had 
applied for payment of the whole of the prize- 
money, and asked for an injunction to stop 
the payment until his claim had been decided 
by the Court. 
_ Mr. Justice Johnston granted an interim 
injunction restraining the Trustees from 
paying out the £30,000 until Monday next. 
when the action will be heard.

DUBLIN HOUSING 
PROBLEMS. 


INQUIRY INTO RENTS AND 
CONDITIONS. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin has agreed to a 
proposal by Mr. W. J. Larkin, Secretary of 
the Tenanis’ Association, 10 Lower Abbey 
street, Dublin, that an inquiry shouiú be 
held to take evidence from tenants in regard 
to the rents paid by them for apartments. It 
is proposed that the Lord Mayor, a _ house- 
owner, and Mr. Larkin act as a committee of 
inquiry, and that the evidence be taken at 
the Mansion House. 

The Lord Mayor told an /rish Times re- 
porter yesterday that he was desirous of 
securing the assistance of every person in find- 
ing a solution to the many problems arising 
out of the present housing conditions, and he 
had consented willingly to the suggestion 
made by Mr. Larkin. He hoped that the 
proposal would be carried out, as the problem 
of high rents was one of the most grave 
matters counected with housing in the city. 

The Lord Mayor said that he had spent 
the greater part of yesterday listening to the 
petitions of fifty-four people who are at 
present living under mast wretched conditions 
in the slums. 

“ All. the cases that have been made to me 
are genuine,” he said. ‘‘ There are cases of 
threatened evictions, flooded basements, ex- 
orbitant rents and insanitary rooms. The 
following are some examples:—A family of 
six (three of whom are suffering from tuber- 
culosis) living in a basement; seven persons 
living in a basement liable to flooding; ten 
persons (four infected with consumption) 
living in a single room; seven persons living 
in a single room at Spencer street; eight 
persons living in one room in Fenian street. 

Mr. Michael Price. of the Republican Con- 
gress Committee, which has taken up the 
cause of the housing of the unemployed, said 
that he thought that the inquiry proposed by 
Mr. Larkin would not go any distance towards 
solving the. problem. ' The: committee sup-, 
ported the tenants in their slogan, “‘ No work, 
no rent,” ' : “i !

HE eighteenth anniversary of the battle 
T of the Somme, in which so many men of 

the Ulster Division made the supreme 
sacrifice, was observed in the Garden of Re- 
membrance, at the City Hall, Belfast, to-day, 
with the customary impressiveness. The 
military and civil community united to share 
in the annual expression of remembrance, and 
the pageant within the Garden of Re- 
membrance was one of moving solemnity. 


CORPORATION’S TRIBUTE. 


A special meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
was held prior to the ceremony, when the 
Lord Mayor (Sir Crawford McCullagh), recall- 
ing that the battle of the Somme was fought 
eighteen years ago, said that the memory of 
it was just as green now as it was in those 
far-off days in 1916. The mind of all Ulster 
again would go out to the relatives and 
friends of those who had passed away, and, 
indeed, to those who were left behind. The 
Council had met on July 1st every year since 
then, and passed a resolution in similar terms 
to that he had to move to-day. 

The resolution was in the following terms: 

“That we, the Right Honourable the Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen and citizens of the City of 
Beliast, on this eighteenth anniversary of the 
battle of the Somme, desire again to record 
our feelings of gratitude to the brave men of 
the 356th (Ulster) Division, who, by their 
glorious conduct on that day, made an im- 
perishable name for themselves and the pro- 
vince to which they belong, and whose 
heroism will never be forgotten so long as the. 
British Empire lasts.” 

Sir William Turner, the Deputy Lord 
Mayor, seconded the resolution, which was 
passed in silence, ali the members standing 
as a mark of respect. 

The members of the Corporation then 
marched in procession, wearing their robes, to 
the Garden of Remembrance, headed by ‘the 
Lord Mayor and the High Sheriff (Aldermaw 
J. Dunlop Williamson, M.D.).

Racing in italy. 


Yesterday the historic Palio was run in 
the central square of Siena. This race dates 
from 1500 or thereabouts, and differs from 
any other horse race in the civilised world. 
Men ride horses in the race ; the first horse 
home wins; feeling runs high—in those 
three respects, and in those three only, 
does the Palio of Siena compare with the 
average race in Ireland or England. The 
horses, however, are ridden bare-back ; they 
are favoured not on form, but according to 
the commune which they represent; and 
any tactics are permitted to riders and 
backers. For instance, a jockey: may do 
openly what he can only do here if he is 
clever enough to get away with it—and 
much more. He may strike another horse 
with his whip, barge it off the track, or 
push the rider from his horse in passing, 
keeping a wary eye open the while to make 
certain that somebody else is not perform- 
ing similar tricks on his own horse. Even 
the spectators, in the heat of the moment, 
have been known to push sticks between 
the legs of rival steeds. The present proce- 
dure, however, is gentle in comparison 
with what used to happen in the free old 
days, when it was permissible to keep a 
rival horse from the course by any means. 
Poisoning, maiming and stealing were 
favourite practices; jockeys and stable 
hands had to be kept under supervision lest 
they should be “ got at ’’—anything, in 
fact, was fair. We are not sure that a 
gentler version of this race once a year 
would not help to preserve the youth of 
modern jockeys. Repression, according to 
the psycho-analysts, is not good, and an 
occasional outburst of the primal instincts 
helps to keep the mind in balance. It 
must be almost intolerably hard for the 
average rider to keep his conduct within 
the limits of Jockey Club rules; and such 
a race as the Palio of Siena would give him 
an annual opportunity to work off all the 
accumulated spleen of twelve months, and 
start the year with a renewed sense of 
discipline. | 


Industrial Schools. 


It is generally admitted that the system 
of industrial schools in this country leaves

PETROLEUM BILL. 


‘COMMITTEE STAGE

ROLONGED disturbances in-the village 
of Donoughmore, fifteen miles from 
Cork City, on Sunday night necessitated a 
call for assistance to Collins’ Military 
Barracks, Cork, and to Union Quay Civic 
Guard headquarters, and a ‘bus load of 
Guards and a lorry full of military, in war 
kit, were rushed to the scene. 

The trouble was due to a clash between 
several hundred followers of Fianna Fail, 
who had attended a meeting to celebrate 
the County Council election results, and 
some eighty Blue Shirts and women wear- 
ing blue blouses, who were dancing at an 
open-air platform near Donoughmore 
Cross. 


POLICE CORDON BROKEN. 

When the Fianna Fail procession was 
passing the platform a cordon of all the 
available Guards in the district, to the 
number of sixteen, under Superintendent 
Bergin, was drawn between the rival 
groups. 

Stones were used to attack the Blue 
Shirts, who returned the fire. 

Eventually the attackers broke through 
the cordon of Guards and chased the Blue 
Shirts for some distance. Some of them 
were hit. : 

The pursuers, eventually tiring of the 
chase, returned to the platform, which 
they uprooted and broke into bits. 


BLUE SHIRTS UNDER 
PROTECTION. 


The situation became very threatenin,, 
and about thirty-five Blue Shirts were 
brought for safety to the Guards’ barrack, 
where they had to remain for several hours 
under protection until the arrival the 
military and police from Cork. 

At about 11.30 p.m. a crowd of about 100 
men went to the house of a local Blue Shirt 
who had portion of the dancing platform 
stored in an outhouse, and, pulling if, “ut, 
broke it into bits. 3 

Before midnight the military and Guards 
had arrived, and, by patrolling the roads, 
quickly restored order. 

Pieces of the broken platform and stones 
were thrown on the roofs of houses of Blue 
Shirt supporters up to an early hour ii the 
morning, but there were no further a..ccks 
on individuals. 


MANY PERSONS INJURED. 


The Blue Shirts and the women wearing 
blue blouses who had been in the Guards’ 
barrack were allowed to go home about 1 
a.m., the Guards and military being on 
the roads to protect them. 

Several persons are said to have been 
injured, one girl being rather badly hurt.

MEDIEVAL 
METHODS. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—In Berlin and in Munich the grim 
events of the week-end appear to have 
been followed with intense curiosity, but 
also with a certain cynical detachment 
which is deeply significant. Economic 
distress and long-continued political unrest 
have weakened the moral fibre of the 
nation. ‘The brutal persecution of all who 
disafiection, or who, 
for any reason, were regarded as” outside 
the pale; the suppression of all freedom 
of speech, and even, so far as possible, 
of all freedom of thought; the plague of 
spies and informers which infested the 
whole land and made every man _ sus- 
picious of his neighbour; the waves of 
intensive propaganda by speech and wire- 
less and cinema, to keep, the people in a 
state of almost hysterical emotion; the 
preaching of eccentric pagan doctrines, 
and the constant glorification of force and 
violence—all these things have helped to 
widen the gulf which separates Germany 
to-day from other western nations. 

In so far as methods of Government 
and respect for human life and human 
freedom are concerned, Germany has 
ceased for the time being to be a modern 
European country, She has reverted to 
medieval conditions. No pity need be 
wasted on the dead Nazi leaders, who, on. 
every reckoning, have richly . deserved 
their fate. So long as they were in 
authority at the head of the Brown Army, 
they were a menace to peace and to all 
orderly progress. That the destruction of 
these idols of yesterday’ should give 
‘uniform satisfaction,’’ as a Munich tele- 
gram reports, is in accordance with 
all revolutionary precedent. What is 
ominously symptomatic of the present 
state of Germany is the savagery, the dis- 
regard for all the forms of law which are 
the indispensable safeguards of justice, 
and which are sacrosanct in every modern 
civilised State. What is of still deeper 
significance is the indifference, even the 
complacency, with which this resort to 
the political methods of the middle ages 
is apparently regarded. |

BOYLE, Monday. 


OR over four hours yesterday evening 
some two thousand members of the 
I.R:. A. were in possession of Boyle. They 
were drawn up in military formation in 
the streets, drilled by their officers, and 
reviewed by Western Republican leaders.

LEAGUE LOANS 
REPORT: 


A DISTINCT 
IMPROVEMENT.

The League Loans Committee, of which 
Sir Austen Chamberlain is chairman,’ and 
which comprises British, American and 
Kuropean members, representative of the 
countries which hold the various brayches of 
the *‘ J eague loans,’’ yesterday issued a re- 
port, which they describe as “a distinct 
improvement on that issued last year.” 

‘The report states that a year ago they 


“had a somewhat melancholy story to tell.” 


The steps which the committee then took 
had continued to bear fruit. 

“The posiion of the League loans te 
day,”’ it is stated, “ while still far from 
satisfactory, shows a distinct improvement 
on last year, both absolutely and still more 
in comparison with other international loans. 

“ Danzig and Esthonia have maintained the 
fult service of their League loans without 
any interruption, and Austria has now com- 
pletely made good the technical defaults on 
her 1923 guaranteed loan. 

‘* As a consequence, the proportion of the 
League loans in no way in default, whether 
on imterest or on sinking fund, hag risen 
to nearly fifty per cent. of the total issued.” 

The total Joans originally issued amounted 
to £81,000,000; which has been reduced now 
by the normal process of amortisation to 
£63,000, 000. 

About half the total amount of League 
loans is held in Great Britain and one-fifth 
in America. All of them were raised under 
the auspices of the League of Nations,

NO NEW SCHOOLS.

At the meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
yesterday, a letter was read from the Secre- 
tary to the Minister of Finance stating that. 
the Minister (Mr. Pollock) -‘* proposed to 
defer making the demand on the County 
Council or County Borough Council until 
the beginning of March, 1935, and by that 
month it ought to be possible for local 
authorities to determine whether the 
amount required could be met out of 
savings on the general expenditure of the 
year, or whether. it will have to be met by 
borrowing, as provided in Sub-section (ó), 
leaving the borrowing to be repaid out of 
the rate to be struck in 1935-36.’’ 

Alderman, Jas. A. Duff, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, asked the Corporation 
to endorse the decision of the Finance Com- 
mittee in refusing to impose the education 
rate, and said that the minds of the 
members of the committee were made up

We 
regard ourselves as trustees of the rights 
and privileges of the ratepayers against 
any Government, no matter what the con- 
sequences may be.

Witness went on to say that there were 
thirty-five or forty people on the street mak- 
ing a din, and the majority were armed with 
wooden sticks or batons.

A SHOUTING MOB. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Kenny, he agreed 
that after Glynn had been removed men rushed 
out of the I.R.A. Club, in a shouting, howling 
mob, to MacNamara’s house. He did not see 
Lehane being struck with sticks. 

Detective-Officer J. Galvin said that he 
sto the accused man, who had his gun 
in his hand, and asked for the gun, which he 
handed over. The accused man asked: 
““ What am I to do if I am attacked again? ”’ 
Witness replied that he would protect him and 
took him to the police station, where he 
examined the gun, and found it to be cocked 
and loaded with two rounds of live ammuni- 
tion. The revolver was of an American type 
—a .45 Colt—which was very rare in this 
country. Witness charged the accused with 
attempted murder, and on May 4th with 
murder. Accused then said: ‘‘ I have nothing 
to say; not guilty.’’ 

Patrick Smith, shop assistant, of Ennis, 
said that as he and MacNamara were walking 
along, with O’Loughlin and Crowley follow- 
ing about forty or fifty yards behind, there: 
was a. shout from the 1.R.A. Club of: ‘* Here 
they come; come out and mob them,”’ and a 
crowd rushed from the club, carrying sticks, 
some of which were two feet long. “ Mac- 
Namara,’”’ he continued, ‘drew a gun and 
told the crowd to get back. The crowd had 
come within ten yards of us then. They were 
subdued for a moment, but came back again. 
‘He fired a shot in the air, and that! cleared 
the street for a moment. They came back, 
shouting: ‘Come on, rush them,’ and 
things like that. John O'Loughlin and Willie 
Crowley came up then, and a second shot was 
fired. They passed us out and went right up 
to the other crowd.” Witness added that 
someone shouted: '"' Bring out the reolvers,’’ 
and that about that time the third shot was 
fired, with a fourth shot soon after. 


FOUR SHOTS. 


Mr. McCarthy—The four shots were un- 
questionably fired by MacNamara?—They 
were. : 
Witness added that after the fourth shot 
MacNamara and he backed up the street for 
ten or twenty yards, then turned and walked 
away. . 

Frank Slannery, of Ennis, gave evidence 
that most of the men who came from the 
I.R.A. Club had sticks in their possession, 
They made for Sean MacNamara, and witness 
took to his heels, because he did not want 
to be mixed up in a row. 

Michael O’Shaughnessy, of Ennis, said that 
while he was having tea at the I.R.A. Club 
earlier that day two men came into the club 
with wounds.

Witness went on to say that when he left 
the club at 9.80 that night he saw nobody 
there except his wife and child. Replying to 
the Judge, he said that he lived there with 
his family as a paying guest. Replying to 
Mr. Lavery, he said that he had no know- 
mh as to the number of members in the 
club. 


AN INDIRECT HIT. 


, Dr. John McClancy, medical officer at the 
Clare County Infirmary, said that Glynn was, 
wounded on the right side of the chest. He 
came to the conclusion that it was an indirect 
hit, as it had none of the characteristics of 
a direct bullet hit. The bullet, which was 
embedded in one side of his heart, was 
flattened on one side, bearing out the theory 
that it had ricochetted from a wall or some 
other hard substance. 

Dr. Patrick Moylan, of Ennis, bore. out 
Dr. McClancy’s opinion that the hit was 
indirect. 

Detective-Sergeant Milroy said that he 
found four kine from the frontage of 
premises beside the scene of the shootiny, 
three of which he satisfied himself were old. 

The Court adjourned until 10.30 a.m. to- 
day. The case is expected to conclude’ to-day.
